In 1923, 
architect Henry M. Seaver designed a new Georgian style building for the Library, next 
to Westerly Hall. Westerly Hall was sold to the American Legion and was then moved 
75 yards down Centre St to a foundation built by American Legion post members. Local 
architect Thayer, who lived on the comer of Bellevue and Linnet streets, volunteered his 
services to make design changes as well as structural improvements. The building had 
major renovations. A bowling alley was installed in the basement.
